After hearing an address by Dr.

The speaker urged that this in- 
ternational court of justice ordain 
that all nations “act upon princi- 
plese of reason and not according 
to the arbitrary will of single na- 
tions. 


SEES WORLD MEETINGS 

‘Dr. Masujima expressed the 
opinon that modern means of 
transit and commupication were 
likely to result in doing away with 
the custom of stationing diplomatic 
representatives abroad and sub- 
stituting instead annual confer- 
ences of national! leaders of thought 
and action to promote mutual un- 
derstandi and confidence and to 
transact international business af- 
faire. These conferences, he said, 
might be rotated among the capi- 
tale of the world. 

Progress, “apparently substan-

Last week in my papers on con- 
stipation, I went into the causes 
and gave you some genera) direc- 
tions.

When 
there is no bowel movement for 
some time there is a packing down 
of the feces until they form a 
rounded mass sometimes as large 
as a child's head. Tntestinal 
specialists of today not infre- 
quentiy have such cases.
